Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1938. 

This  is  the  seventy-fifth  annual  report  of  the  Hos- 
pital Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief 
Station,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station,  the  Convales- 
cent Home  in  Dorchester  and  the  West  Department. 
The  Convalescent  Home  which  was  operated  from  1890 
to  1932,  is  at  present  closed.  The  West  Department, 
since  its  close  as  United  States  General  Hospital  No.  10 
in  1928,  has  not  been  in  use. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  6,  1938, 
by  the  election  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  as  president 
and  Dr.  George  G.  Sears,  as  secretary. 

In  April,  Dr.  George  G.  Sears  was  reappointed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1943. 
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Expenditures. 
The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital  excepting  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $3,222,798.68.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $2,528,130.48  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $271,049.56  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $258,683.41  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  $21,627.14  on  account  of  the 
Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station;  $18,216.91  on 
account  of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station;  $3,792.32 
for  the  West  Department,  and  $121,298.86  was  spent  by 
the  Works  Projects  Administration  for  purchase  of 
supplies  and  materials  for  hospital  buildings  renovation. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$66,931.75,  $64,254.47  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures,  $1,338.64  in  the  Out-Patient  Department 
and  $1,338.64  in  the  South  Department  expenditures. 
The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Laboratory,  $64,524.56  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures.  Of  the  total  amount  spent  on  the  X-Ray 
and  Photographic  Department,  $100,659.28,  $48,316.45 
is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and  $52,342.83  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent 
on  the  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics,  $21,830.66, 
$5,457.66  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $16,154.69 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department,  and  $218.31  to  the 
South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Department  of  Immunology,  $5,994.99,  $29.98  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper,  $5,395.49  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department  and  $569.52  to  the  South  Department.  Of 
the  amount  spent  on  the  Clinical  Laboratory,  $30,605.88, 
$28,616.50  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$1,989.38  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical  Research, 
$13,805.11,  $6,902.55  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $6,902.56  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Oral  Surgery, 
$9,340.03,  $1,401.00  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper 
and  $7,939.03  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Social  Work, 
$46,776.33,  $21,049.35  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$25,259.22  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $467.76 
to  the   South  Department.     Of  the  amount  spent  in

ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients,  84,274.18, 
$4,116.04  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper  and  $158.14 
on  the  South  Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the 
title,  "Main  Hospital."

During  the  year  the  sum  of  $18,123.81  was  expended 
for  furnishing  and  equipping  the  New  Surgical  Operat- 
ing and  Ward  Building,  this  amount  being  principally 
in  payment  of  orders  and  contracts  placed  in  1937. 
The  work  of  furnishing  and  equipping  is  now  completed 
and  only  a  few  balances  remain  unpaid.

The  contract  for  the  installation  of  the  second  part 
of  the  Fire  Alarm  System,  awarded  on  December  3, 
1937,  to  M.  B.  Foster  Electric  Company  in  the  sum  of 
$13,130  was  completed  and  accepted  January  22,  1938. 
The  final  payment  was  made  March  22,  1938. 

The  contract  of  the  Otis  Elevator  Company  for 
Furnishing  Otis  Elevator  Service  to  elevators  was  in 
force  during  the  year  1938,  and  a  renewal  of  the  con- 
tract is  anticipated  for  the  year  1939. 

On  December  22,  1938,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of 
$1,175  was  awarded  to  the  Campbell  X-Ray  Corpora- 
tion for  Modernization  of  Campbell  Fluoroscopic  Table 
in  X-Ray  Department.  This  contract  is  scheduled  for 
completion  February  6,  1939. 

On  October  13,  1938,  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,382 
was  awarded  to  Remington  Rand,  Inc.,  for  Addition 
to  and  Revision  of  Russell  Soundex  System  in  Out- 
Patient  Department.  This  contract  was  completed 
December  15,  1938. 

Works  Projects  Relief  Administration. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  added  to  the 
Hospital  budget  the  amount  of  $121,298.86  for  the 
purchases  of  supplies  and  materials  for  emergency  relief 
projects,  the  Works  Projects  Relief  Administration 
paying  the  salaries  of  the  workers. 

A.  Shuman  Memorial  Building  for  Convalescent 

Men. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $34,313.04  has  been  added  to  January  1, 
1939,  making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$134,313.04. 
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Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1939,  $1,028,730.10  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be 
named  in  honor  of  Dr.  George  G.  Sears.
